TIME FOR ACTION 


San Francisco, Oakland, Berkeley and Rich- 
mond have a duty to perform to clear their muni- 
cipal ckirts of a lot of nasty mud. We cannot af- 
ford to have the reports go broadcast all over the 
land that this bay region is a place so infested by 
degenerates that women and girls cannot venture 
out without being subjected to the most bestial 
crimes and outrage, and this is the report that is 
fast spreading all over the country for the news- 
paper dispatches are daily and nightly filled with 
gruesome horrors of this nature, and the worst of 
it is that it is true. 

What kind of a people are we, that our wives, 
daughters and little children cannot venture away 
from home an hour without being in grave danger 
of being raped and maltreated, and that nothing 
igs ever done about it by our officials except that 
they shake the criminals down for all the cash they 
can and then let them escape on technicalities or 
by taking leg bail purposely fixed at a low sum 
by a corrupt police judge through professional 
bail brokers? Why don’t we “get’ the criminals 
and also “get” the dirty dogs of officials who stand 
in on the crimes? Is ss no longer any real 
justice in this section of “the country, or do we 
lack the energy and sterling manhood to enforce it? 
Will people all over the’ country say when they 
read these dispatches that we are* no better than 
the criminals and the bribed officials or we would 
not permit such a state of affairs to exist? And 
if people do say that, which they will, what can 
we say in extenuation. If we told the honest 
truth we would have to acknowledge that we are: 
too lazy and apathetic to draw our breath. 

In San Francisco they have now added murder . 
to rape. Will anything be done about it, other 
than the putting of the usual big bluff? Not if we 
can judge by the past. In Oakland a general 
“cleanup” is ordered about once every two months 
year after year. In Berkeley hundreds of citizens 
have banded together and are out nights looking 
for all suspicious characters, and they say if any 

> are caught they will make short shift of them. 
Glor,; be! We hope they do! Vigilante law is not 
legal, but when the officials of the iaw stand in 
with the criminals and no redress from outrage can 
be had, then something of the sort becames neces- 
sarv for the protection of society and the genera} 
public. 

Another little girl assaulted in® Richmond! 
Twelve years old. What a fine headline to appear in 
all the papers far and wide. And only a shert time 
ago a young lady here had half her clothes torn 
off her at & o’clock in the evening, no: a pistol 
shot from the city ha'l. 

In early days in the mountains and on the 
plains we have seen officials like those who dis- 
grace San Francisco taken out and _ ropes put 
around their necks, and then given a good talk- 
ing to, with admonition that the next time anything 
bad occurred the ropes would also be adjusted 
over covenient telegraph poles ,and we have never 
known it to have other than a very good effect, 
San Francisco might try it out and see. 

As far as Richmond is concerned, would it 
not be a good scheme for Sheriff Veale to reorgan- 
ize his Home Guard, and for Chief Wood to dep- 
utize them as special police? Our town is eight 
miles across and too big for the handful of police 
we maintain. Something ought to be done, and 
done right away. And among the first things 
done should be a cleanup of all these soft-drink 
ex-saloon joints that are dispensing booze all over 
town. A crazy degenerate is bad enough, without 
having him drunk also, as he generally is.
